The Senate passed and returned 
to the House today a bill to let 
the Treasury increase interest on 
U. S savings bonds from the pres­ 
ent 3 per cent to Ul-4 per cent. ^ 
The measure applies to all " E " 
bonds issued on or after Feb. I, 
1957. 
The Treasury had sought per­ 
mission to increase the rate as 
high as 4 14 per cent, although it 
planned to go no higher than 3 1-4 
per cent now'. The House voted to 
make the ceiling 3 1-2 per cant. 
The Senate, however, made the 
figure 3 1-4 per cent and returned 
the 
measure for House concur­ 
rence. 
When the hill becomes law, the 
Treasury 
plans to make 
“ E " 
bonds mature after 8 yaari and 
ll months instead of the present 
9 years and 8 month*. 
The measure approved by the 
Senate would permit tha Treasury 
to pay the higher rate for bond* 
held after maturity. Tha Treasury 
has, however, given no indication 
it plans to use this authority.

advertising 
campaign 
against T v a , Niagara, Hells Can­ 
yon, the Rural Electrification Ad­ 
ministration 
and 
“public power 
generally.” 


He said he has been advised by 
Internal 
Revenue 
Commissioner 
Russell C. Harrington that a study 
of such advertising is in progress. 
He said Harrington wrote that if 
he found that the purpose of the 
advertising was “lobbying or at­ 
tempting by propaganda or other­ 
wise to promote or defeat legisla­ 
tion” that tax deductions would not 
be allowed. 
Kefauver 
said 
the 
advertising 
campaign began after a survey 
made for the National Association 
of Electric Companies showed that 
“TVA was very popular but social­ 
ism was not.” Therefore, he said, 
the 
“ cold-blooded 
decision was 
made to link TVA with socialism.”

“There is little doubt in my mind 
that these companies have been

hr did not say. 
Jesus did not say, “ Be of good cheer; the world is 
unimportant ” 
One of the constant dangers of any religious inter­ 
pretation of life is to run away into some spiritual refuge, looking 
with disdain upon the human beings who, poor things, care what 
happens to the world. 
Bul it is never anything but cowardly to run away from a battle 
even if it is in the name of God that you run away. 
Religion must 
never be used as an excuse not to do our duty every day in this 
world s life and work 
One more thing Jesus did not say. 
He did not say, “Be of good 
cheer, things a ren ’t as bad as they look ” 
This is the other and 
opposite dang er of religion 
to sentimentalize. 
Things are as bad 
as they look and sometimes they are worse. 
Christian peace and Christian good cheer come because, in Chris­ 
tum faith. God counts. He is important yesterday today and forever. 
But he 
is particularly important just now. 
God, who transformed 
the cross of Jesus Christ from the 
hideous evil that it was into the 
sign of the triumph of God s love 
for all men, can take your hard 
tribulation and transform it into some good for you and all whom 
you 
love. 
When you come to such a faith 
in God. then you can have peace 
no matter what, and you can have cheer 
even in the darkness of 
suffering and loss.
